It is only 
nisin rare occasions thai McUill nvn 
have an. opportunity of hearing bucI, a 
treatment of religious questions as that 
(jiven by the famous Professor. 

As n text u|M.n which to string 
somewhat loosely the pearls of his 

thought, Prof, MacNaughton chose 
the words of Jesus as reported in Matt 
Xt:S5i "1 thank thee, 0 Father, that 
thou hast hid these things from tho 
wise and prudent, anil hast reval d 
them unto babes." Was this meant to 
show that Christianity was oppos< d lo 

the rxe.rclse of man's Intelligence and 
reason'.' During H,e early years of 
Christianity, It appealed almost wholly 
lo simple and Ignorant mm. The dis 
cl pies and followers of Christ were 
peasants and fishermen, Paul attract' 
ed only slaves and small artisans, while 
learned men spoke of Christianity as a 
very odd HUperstitltlon. 

Christianity Is still thought < f In 
many fjunrters as being hostile lo 
science: there is a tendency t.. make a 

merit of fain, is back on authority and 
accepting whatever Is presented by 
preachers. A christian is popilnrly 
supposed m he a credulous person w ill- I 

ini: to believe without evidence. 

It Is surely a matter of conséquence 
for University men to keep Intelligence 
active, and to believe In the hiiîh and I 
sacred duty of attaining to the truth. 
The claims of veracity are strong up m 
us. 

Huxley, that grand oM xUdiator 
who knocked such n tut of nonsense to 
pieces. wTote: 'The i>nly consolation 
lies In the reflection that, however bad 
our posterity may become, so far as 
they hold ihe plain rule of not pn-tend- 
ln»r to believe whnt they have no rea- 
son to believe, because II may be tO| 

their advantage so to pretend, they 

will not have reached the lowest lepth 
of immorality.

It was 
so real to bin, that ho could speak to 
It as a person; It was the one sure 
reality In the world; he called It 'Pn- 
Iher."

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To-day's Killtor: — P. G. HUGHES, 



OTTAWA DEFEATS PRINCETON 
AFT ER EXCITING STRUGGLE 

First Visit of American Universit y Seven Results in Close Contest 
On Poor Play ing Surface.

Ottawa, Feb. 28.— Oil a slow shoot 
of Ice, which was so cut up as to make 
really good hockey impossible, the Ot- 
tawa College hockey team defeated 
Princeton to-night py a score of 3--. 

Both teams were handicapped by the. 
unfavourable playing condiUons which, 
ifesldee -making good Btlckhandltng, and 
passing impossible caused several of 
the players to take nasty tumbli s 
through" trii>piiiK in the hob s which 
dotted the surface of the ice. 

Princeton, however, seemed to ant- 
for more from this than did the Qt-i 
Uwa athlete*, as their system of at- 
tack depended rather on combination 
plays than on Individual efforts. 

Despite the warm weather, a crowd 
of about three thousand spectators 
turned out to witness the lirst ap- 
pearance of an American University 
seven in Canada, and although play 
was a trifle ragged because of the poor 
ice, the game was close and exciting 
throughout, the score being a good in- 
dication of the play. Time after time

Close lo the end of another y ear's work, the Daily is consider- 
ing its next year's policy. 

Division of labor and of responsibility has been the keynote 
the past year, and next October we hope to start in again where we 
shall leave this spring. We wish to carry the programme to still 
higher standards. It seems to be far the best way to bring out a 
paper, each efficient issue of which shall cover the news of the pre- 
vious day. 

As men have reported willing to devote a part of their time to 
bringing out the Daily, they have either been placed in charge of 
some small department, or have been given certain afternoons or 
nights of the week in which to handle part of the copy. 

The result has been to lift a tremendous burden from the 
shoulders of a few men. to those of many. An organized staff, by 
systematic and divided work, have been able to carry along very 
efficiently the task which before Christmas seemed often beyond 
the power of some half dozen men. 

As a result of a fairly general response to the Daily's appeal 
for reporters, we shall be able to perform in satisfactory fashion a 
large part of the work which we should like to do for the remaining 
fortnight of the year 1913-14. 

But there will undoubtedly be room for additional reporters 
next fall. An advance, leading finally to the establishment of the 
city — and local — editorship successful in city newspapers, must be 
made. The nearest approach we can at present make to it, would 
be the appointment each day of a reporter to whom will be given 
charge of the collection and arrangement for publication of the news 
of that day. A new reporter each day would fill this post, acting 
with the sporting editor for the same day. So far we have been 
able only to carry the daily Sporting Editor idea into practice, but it 
is inevitable that the final working out of the plan shall soon be at- 
tained. 

For the remaining fortnight, therefore, the Daily editors are 
willing to try out those who woul d like to enter into newspaper 
work with McGill's organ, but ar e not sure of their capacity to carry 
out a share of the work.

An examination of the expense con- 
nected with the Victoria College gra 
duating dinner at Toronto, docs not 
give the impression that that Instltn 
lion Is the abiding home of democracy. 
When all tho Items have been tlirured 
up the average expense for the mem- 
bers of the graduating year amounts 
to a considerable sum, when the condi 
lion of the ordinary college man's pur.* 
bj considered. It Is not only those who 
attend who have lo pay tholr portion, 
everyone who registers In Iho college 
of any of the four years or In the de 
pa riment of theology has to [>art with 
the compulsory fee, which amounts to 
some thing like seventy-live cents. 

After paying this sum for each year 
In his course, the student is charged 
another dollar for his actual attend- 
ance at nho function, and 'this is not 
the greatest of his expenses. 

One uialorgrad estimated that the 
cost of the service, supplies and other 
things amounted to jtiOO, which ex- 
pense is curiously enough not borne l.y 
the college, even though the members 

of the graduating class are supposed to 

be the guests of Victoria at the 'unc- 
tion. Another extra which reached a 
respectable total was that for (lowers, 
each gentleman contributing towards a 
common fund for the ornamental cor- 
sages worn by the ladles. 

By tradition, each grad. or prosper- 
tlve grail, is supposed to bo attired In 
evening clothes, and If the unfortunate 
senior does not happen to be possessed 
of such an outfit, .-mother outlay is 
necessitated.
